^[UniverBity of O.vford, is edited by the Bishop 
of the' diocese, well known as the son of 
William VVilberforco, a popular proaohor 
and whether within the House of Lords or 
without its doors, a most altractivo speaker. 
We have no inieiition of discussing tho 
' Essays and Reviews,' but would ask for 
the article in the Xui//i British Bevmv, en- 
titled "The Church of England— Respond- 
dent," a careful reading. There is a good 
deal of truth in the following passage, which 
wo quote as illustrative of tho views held by 
those who view the subje^'t from a broad and 
nonseotariaii point of view: "Of no avail 
whatever would it be to bring forward just 
now a new 'I'liilosopliy of the Universe.' Ol' 
no avail would it be to resort tocaplinus and 
conjectural criticism in detail, whilst tho 
mass and strength of tho argument is un- 
touchod. It would not now reach tho Eng- 
lish underslanding to sweep the •^kios in 
search of metaphysical nebuhu, asairned to 
contradict our Theism, and therefore to pre- 
clude our Christianity ; nor would it touch 
our English mind to apply the microscope to 
worm hole.s in manuscripts, while volumin- 
ous cumulative documents remain as they 
were — valid and conclusive, in prooT of con- 
spicuous facts. Lot Germany just now be ]nit 
out of view, and England only be k"pt in 
• sight. Then if you say that tho argument 
concerning tbo origin "of Christianity is still 
open to doubt, you must make good such on 
averment ns this by choosing your position 
somewhere upon ground that has been well 
mapped out in the coi'tse of the last hundred 
years, and across which hard beaten roads 
have been laid down. The history of this ar- 
gument, and its conditions at ibis time, are 
perfectly well under.stood by educated men. 
The time thoixfinc has gone by for listening 
to, loosely compacted and endless argumen- 
'tation, partly sentimental — or as it is called 
'ffiStbetic — partly transceudeutal, partly criti- 
iciil f'but ivhicb io the ui>shot of it, is carefully 
evasive ot any conclusion. Tho Christian ar- 
gument is now ripe for logical determination, 
and it must have it — and luiist have it in 
England. Germany iniiy be left to dream it- 
self away at ease midway between premises 
and conclusions ; for the national mind with 
all its excellent qualities, is inconscijucntial. 
But if the time should come (may it never 
come !) when educated yoi-ng men in this 
country shall appear to have laj-scd into any 
such disjointed condition — listlessly granting 
the data and then drawing back from the in- 
ference— the English mind will have lost its 
tone and England will have fallen from her 
place in front of the array uf nations." There 
is souicihing about the whole article in- 
tensely British ; the stylo of -. :■ ^ inieiitation is 
cool, culm, and dignilied, ; 1 it will have 
•weight with men disgusted b • the brilliant 
but insulting and triuniphout dcnunciulioii of 
the Quarterly reviewers. 

We turn to tho " Geographical changes in 
Scotland in Historic times." The iiritish 
isles have undeigonc a cnnvei.;ion and this ir- 
respective either of man or his doings. Xuarly 
two thousand years have rolled away since the 
llomau eagle glc-nieil in the forests of (,\ile- 
donia, and Agricola crossed the Forth to (ind 
in the Grurapiuns, armed with targets and 
largo bhiiit-pointed swords, a fierce and war- 
like foe. Tlic dense Ibrtsi.s of .Scotland are 
matters of tradition, and we can only lose 
ourselves in tliciu in au imaginary way in ven- 
erable records, whose value doubtless inerecscs 
ih'a rule proportionate to their nnliqiiity and 
the general mustincss of their condition. 'J'he 
ashes of great trees still exist, partially [irc- 
servcd in the dciillis of the Scottish iieat- 
mosscs, the oak lording it over the Scotch lir 
and other tree."?, until the commencement ol the 
fourteenth century. Scotland has been up- 
heaved, at;least twenty feet within tho space 
of two thousand years by slow and gradual 
movement, and tho old shore can be traced 
as well as the new with as much certainty, 
indeed, as if the waves had only lelt it yes- 
terday, and we could still gather from lis 
surface tho sea-weed and shells cast up by 
the last storm, licncath this ancient beach 
are deposited canoes, stune-hatchots, liar- 
poons, pottery, anchors, bout-huuks, and 
other relics of the former presenco of man." 
So is the coast of Sweden slowly rising at 
this moment above the North Sea and the 
Baltic. The island of Santa Maria, olf the 
Chili coast, rose during the great earthquake 
of Feb. 20th, 1 83(j, from 8 to 10 feet in a few 
hours. Hero tho sea has been liberal, and 
there it has encroached, carrying overylhiiig 
before it, forming new islands, scarping tho 
Shetland coast into rugged, fantastic clifis, 
and piercing them with iinnieiiso perfora- 
tions. "Lot a man look at the I'acts as ho 
will, ho cannot discover in tho past history 
of tho world any results which agencies still 
in operation may not acconq)li.-jli, [irovided 
only he will allow them time enough for tho 
operation. He cannot engage in a task 
more healthful, both for mind and body, 
than in thus comparing tho phenomena of 
tho e.visting time with those of former pe- 
riods j doYc-tailing the present with tho past, 



learning in this way, step by step, r.s a child 
would learn it, the unily of nature, and rasl- 
ing an eye forward with no fear or fore- 
boding to the centutius that have still to 
rise." 

There has boon such a run upon Horner by 
critics and translators of late ycar.s, includ- 
ing Mr. Matthew Arnold, the poet, and Mr. 
Newman, the critic, that we will give the 
noble bard a moment's peace, leaving tho 
question of "Lunacy Legislation" to be de- 
termined by Samuel Warren, and' the doc- 
torSj the duly of lawyers and doctors con- 
sisting invariably in disagreeing on every 
possible and impossible subject. 'We regret 
ihi(t lack of space forbids our touching at tbo 
present moment on the " Astronomy of the 
Ancients," and an interesting iiaper on oar 
Colonial Empire, which advocates tho reten- 
tion uf tho British Colonies by Great Britain, 
not on account of their commoroial value — 
for they add lo huino ta.vation — or even their 
political vahio — which "is reducible in ulli- 
matn analysis to tho Jalsc appearance of 
power and grandeur it cunvey.s," — but '' on 
the plea of dutv alone — duty to our own 
descendants and compatriots — duty to sub- 
ject races— duty, to . humanity at large."

Mr. Sproat opened thj subject to the mooting 
.. jtnd.descritied clearly and briefly the object had in 
'J.View wlien the call for the assemblage was issued, 
wh'ch was the assistance of immigrants arriving 
in the Colony without means with which to assist 
themselves, or frientls ou whose judgment ihcy 
could rely for advice. Tho Con iciian scheme of 
Mr. Uary s Mr. Sproat believed was very good so 
far as it went ; but it wDiild liavo been bettor if it 
had come earlier, and in eunse(|uuneo of tlic dila- 
toriness of (joverninout tlie diloiiy iniKht yet have 
to I)ay largely to brini; back tlie very imMiigranti 
whom It is now uUowiiig to leave tta ahures for 
their homes. It was probably inadvisable at 
present to make any very extraordinary exer- 
tions toward!) Attracting a Urge population hithor- 
ward; but the Colony n-iist look after those 
already here, and those now on the way. In 
Canada there were tlirce departments charged 
to look after imiui,';rantd. 'I'liu tiist was tlio Agri- 
cultural Depnrtmeut, whose duly it was to collect 
staiiilics and other iiil.irinatioii of value to immi- 
grants. The second w.is t!io L mil Dcpaitniont, 
with as^eiicios lhruiii;liuiit the Provinces, wliicli 
piiinleil out the fariiii:!;; land to tlio striHigors. 
The Iiiimigratiou Olli.'c, l.icated at (J n-bec, was 
tliu third ami the iiiu.st iiiipni-taiit department of 
all. Cuiiiiceted with it i.s a eliicf a^cnt, wlin rp- 
cjives a salary, and a Iscad tax was a; lirjt collect- 
ed from immiiirants to pay tho e.'cpeiises of the 
offices; .but now tho expenses of the oUicca are set 
down' in the Civil Iiist and arc mot by. the Colonial 
Govornmcnt. A Canadian coniinission reported 
two years ago in favor of the abolition of tho head 
tax; asked for a suitable landing pl.ice fur immi- 
grants, and the cslabli.sliiiient of oliiccs at dillereiit 
points, which could conimunieitc with tho Immi- 
gration Board at Quebec. Of all the ollijcrs ol this 
Deparlmfnt only the chief a^cnt ia paid. The 
American inimi^^rant system, Mr. .Sjiroat deemed 
the best in the wi rid, and it liail eoutrihutcd more 
to place tlie United States in the position wliieh it 
lately" occupied th.ui any other ciuse, Depoiul 
upon it, :i large iumiigt.iliuii was uu its w.iy liitlicr, 
and it was the duty ol us iiU to iudiiee as many as 
possible tn settle here ; '' and it is the duty," con- 
cluded Mr. S., " of this meeting to see what can be 
done." 

' " Mr. Bishop left England in MarcK last and 
pitched right and left into Donald Fraser, the 
' cotreBponaont of the honioaTimea for alleged mis- 
statements when writinst to that journal. Those 
fctatimenis Mr. Bishop believed had lirou/jht many 
a poor fellow to lliis country who, had tliev never 
been made, would have reiiiaini'd at home. The 
glowing stories told by Mr. i'raser about the gold 
di;4yini;s, Mr. B would not attempt to controvert. 
The mines, in his opinion, were rich enough ; but 
on the subject of facilities fur obtaining farm-land 
and the eliaiiees of einploymciit, there had ticon 
many «roiig slatemouts, among which was one 
that described Vict .ria as an Elysium. Many men 
cuinc hero with just enough c ish to set them down 
in Victoria ; they had been deluded, and the duty 
of the Rovernineut was tu see them provided 
for. Why not adopt tho immigration sy.stems of 

. Oaaada, Australia, or Now Zealand ? They had 
boon found to work well there; try tliem here. 
Put broken mop. on the land instead of sending 
them to wander over the country alone, hot 
(iovernment coiife forward .\nd do something, and 
let patriotic individuals do likewise. One citizen 
had od'cred to set a luimbc al work tu-day, and 
ho wanted to see others do the same. It was full 
late to take the present step, but wo must provide 
for those coining in slii|)s from ICngland bsforc 
another delusive bait is held out to induce others 
to loUow, or there would be distiess. 

Archdeacon Wright took up tho cu Igels for tlie 
absent correspondent of the Times, and repelled 
the statement made by Mr. Bishop that people 
had been deluded into comiDg .hitberi iu strong 
t'e'rtus.' "Duuald Fraaer," said tho archdeacon 

' '.'stated facts. He suid we have the richest gold 

" mines in the world ; and so we have. lie said 

' the miners were obtiii;,ing good pay cither as 
claim owners or laborers ; and so they arc." The 
truth was, men had rushed here too hastily — Ihey 
didn't stop to think where t'ariboo was situated, 

"but started off with about £10 in their pockets, and 
now they griimblo because they ciinnot reach the 
gold-lields witlioi;t an outlay of capital. If 
they want claims that will pay -fliOiiU or $3000 a 
day, are they tu get them williout an out- 
lay of capital or labor r Surely not. Tnis 
country rciiuircs men of strong resolution, 
iron frames and steady habits ; ami instead, we 
have had stock cxchaiigo and lawyers' clerks, men 
from the manufacturing districts, altogether tlie 
poorest class of emigrants to maico miners out ot". 
But that we had written home and deluded people 
to come hither was a calumny which he repelled. 
[Applause.] Tho Archdeacon then gave the 
government people a hard rap over the knuckles for 
their exclusive habits. lie wanted to see tiiein mix 

' more with tho people and show by their acts tiiat they 
really wished the country well ; then. and then only, 
should we see tho colony go ahead. Leaving tho 
Government people the Archileacoii again souglit 
out Mr. liisliop and declared that Victoria ir<is an 
Elysium — mines and lands were plenty and he 
hoped that llie impression that matters iiad been 
misicpreseiitcd would not remain on the minds of 
the peojile one instant. Tho Blue Book might 
have bocii a little higlily colorcd.but Donald Fiaser 
spoke facts. [Apidausc.J 

Mr. \V. B. bmitll moved the first resolution— 
" That many persons have left this colony lately 
who would nave settled in it under proper encou- 
ragemont." Mr. Smith said that being engaged 
in the storage of luggage ho bad peculiar facillies 
for knowing hd\v many persons had left and 
thought about 4fi0 was tho number. These he 
knew would have remained if they could have 
found anything to do. 

ftlr. Nias seconded the motion, and complained 
of absentee land-owners letting their lands lie idle. 

Mr. lliihiip moved as an addition to tho resolu- 
tion — "Tliat earuest applieMtion be made to the 
authorities to prevent the recurreneo of such cir- 
cumstances in future." Mr. li. came hack on tho 
Archdeacon, and coiiteiuled that people had been 
deluded by the Times' correspondent's misstate- 
inciits. But he was inagnauiiuous, and was dis- 
posed to let by-goncs bo by-goucs and start afresh. 

The amonUmcnt was not seconded, and Mr. Cop- 
land offered a few remarks, saying that ho know, 
parties who had gone away who would have re- 
wainod, had proper encouragement been held out 
to retain them. As ho understood it, the meeting 
wos not called to disonss whether Fraser wrote tho 
truth or nut, ::or how many people had left the 
country, but they were called together to adopt 
some means to take care of those that are coming. 
[Hear, liaar.] 
The resolution was carried. 

Mr. H. Lewis pro|iosed resolution No. 2— ''That 
employment at modei-ate wages eau be found on 
the Island for a number of persons who are now 
unemployed." The mover c.illcd attention to the 
Haw mills and the good wages paid thereat, and 
the number of men employed, and took the ground 
that most of this year's immigrants were not fit for 
tho country. They thought they were coming out 
here to load an .easy life, and he feared that the 
greatest nlistake ' they had made was in leaving 
home with too much money — enough to take them 
home again. Ho said there was no necessity for 
grumblmg. 

Mr. Dennes seconded. 

Archdeacon Wright announced that Mr. Thos. 
Harris stood ready to employ a number of men, 
and another gentleman had told him that when- 
over he saw a man st.irviiig to send him along and 
he should have work at $1 -lO a day cutting wood. 

Lieut. K. Hope Verney, commanding the (j rap- 
pier, narrated throe incidents to give an idea 
of the kind of men who had come Hither. One 
whom he had run acrcss w.iS hruught up with 
eleven sisters, and all that he could do was to 
speak Freiwh! [Laughter. J Another had learned 
a genteel business ot homo fwo forget which— 
Hbp.] and know how to sow; and so the Lieuten- 
ant sot him at work to sow leather on some oars ; 
ho worked ton minutes, and then asked to bo set 
ashore again. This man said he was starving, 
yet he had a yold riiiij on his finger. jLanghter.J 
Two other immigrants— they were "starving" loo — 
wore set at work in tho Bishop's garden, where 
tliey worked an hour, and then laid down on tho 
grass and J/no/av/ ciyuis ! [Renewed merriment. | 
Forty or fifty men were needed on liur Majesty's 
ships, and tho Lieutenant wound up by stating his 
belief that if there was any real distress here the 
men would not be needed luii/. 

Mr. Lewis called attention to the fact that a fiuo

cedar shingles, and said that there were plenty of 
ohanoes "for moU' if they wanted to work; The 
resolution was carried. 

Mr; Pidwcll introduced tho third resolution— 
'•That steps should bo taken iit once with the ob- 
ject of encouraging and assisting the immigrants 
who may arrive hero." Mr. I'idwcll denied that 
Vancouver Island did not offer as great induce- 
ments to settlers as other Provinces. Ho had lived 
2o ycitrs m tho Provinces — had watched them 
grow and knew the diflieuU row which the f.irmeis 
had to hue to acijuirc ii competency. Many of 
the sons of Canadian farmers who had conic hither 
aiid gone away, saying that thero was no chance, 
had no idea of what their fathers had gone through. 
In Canada, within 100 milos of Toronto, land was 
worth X.\ and £2 an aero ; — hero it was sold for $1 
an acre and need not be paid for in four years, 
[hear] Mr. Fidtvcll continued at some length to 
dilate upon the superior resources of these Colo- 
nies over many otheru, and was finally brought 
up by 

Mr. Alston — Kemonber, Mr. I'iUwoU, that " life 
is short," and that it is getting late. 

Mr. Pidwcll continued for a few minutes and 
then sat down. 

Mr. Siffkon seconded tlie resolution and it wa.s 
carried. 

Mr. A. C. Anderson offered the fourth resolu- 
tion — "That so important an object should be fur- 
thered by,=ome wcll-oonsidered action on the part 
of tho Legislature." 

Dr. Davie was disposed to think that this Gov- 
crnmeat had eontrlbuted through its statements to 
the Homo Government to bring many persons 
here, and believing therefore that they had some 
claim on the Uovcrimiont, seconded the resolu- 
tion, which was carried. 

Mr. Cridgo felt a great deal of satisfaction in 
moving — " That pendiuK lU'-h ncion on tho part 
of tho Legislature, so. a - , ui.iatou should bo made 
for the purpose of alfording means cf communi- 
cation between employtrs of labor and those seek- 
ing employment; also, fur the purpose of alford- 
ing uset'iil general information to immigrants." 

Mr. Luuiley Franklin secoiulcd tho resolution, 
which wiis carried. 

Mr. Bibliop wanted a li^t made out of those citi- 
zens who would give employment to "broken" 
men, and took oecasiou to lire a broad-iilc at the 
remarks of the " gallant gentleman " [Lieut. Ver- 
iioyj couccrning the_man with thu eleven sisters 
and the man with the ting. He (Mr. Bishop) was 
a Cornishman, and he felt hurt by the remarks 
which had fallen from the gallant gentleman's 
lips. " At I'aiiama," »aid Mr. Bishop, " 1 knew a 
young man who had fallen sick, and by the linu ho 
reached (Jdil'oruia ho had parted witii everything 
he owned in the world save a gold ring. That 
ring w.is a pledge of ad'ectiuu, and who could 
blame him if he starved before he would give it 
till } [.\|)plause.J .\nother young man wliom 1 
knew iiarLed with everything .savi^ a Bible ; — that, 
w.is the gift of a fond sister, and ho would have 
loU his life rather than let it go. [Applause. J If 
the men whom the gentleman knew could not row 
a boat and wore gold rings, spoke French, and had 
been brought up with oloven sisters, it was no sign 
that they were poor immigrants.'. [Applause.] Let 
hi) gallant friend leave his vessel and put himself 
in a drug store, ar.d sec what a fist ho would make 
of It. [Laughter.] Mr. Bishop concluded by say- 
ing that tho land near Victoria was a myth. 

Lieut. Verney rose to apologize to Mr. Bishop, 
as he nnder.stood that that geutleniiin had taken 
umbrage at his remarks. He would not make 
light of any mall's feelings. [Hear, hear.] 

Mr. Magistrate I'embertoii held that both gen- 
tlemen were right. He know one young man, the 
sou of a geiitleni;in, wlio had gone to work in the 
woods here before going to liritish Columbia, so 
that he might get accustomed to liardwork; and 
he had known another yeung man who came to 
him and demanded that ho should bc sent homo 
at the expense of tho Colony. 

Mr. Waddington asked if the objects of the 
meeting were to bc extended to Briiisii I 'liliimbia r 
The Chairman reidieJ iiu; that they were con- 
fined to this Island. 

Archdeacon Wright moved , that a comniittee bc 
appointed to cany out the olijcets contained in tho 
fifth resolution. 

Mr. Waddington seeondcil, and took oecasiou 
to edge 111 a few good words in behalf of the Bute 
Inlet route, which, ho deelared, was pcrl'ecily 
level, and that iu another month goods would be 
paekcd over it to Cariboo. " Arrangements are 
making with the packers on I'V.isei' lliver," s.iid 
Mr. Waddington, " Iu move to tho Bute Inlet road 
at once, and any person will soon bc ublo tu walk to 
Cariboo in one week from the head of the Iiilct 
over a road thr.t (to use the words of the (,uide) 
'an old woman can walk over." [Great applause.] 
Tho resolution was carried and tho Cliuirman 
appointed Slessrs Waddington, Burnaby, A. C. 
Anderson, Cridgc, Cary, MeK.enzie, Lewis and 
Sproat, as the Committee. 

Bishop Domers was proposed as a member of 
the Committee, but declined on account of prcas- 
iug church duties. 

Mr. l'"elix 0.' Byrne next proposed a vote of 
thanks to the Chairman, which was carried, and 
the meeting adjourned tlie.

A little over a year ago, a man named 
Carlur came out from Salt, Lake tu tho Ter- 
ritory, briiigin" with him a woman he had 
married in Mormondom ; this'woninn he 
sold shortly after arriving for 3350 lo a man 
named Conislnek (iliu same man who com- 
mitted suiciilc last winter in Daylon by 
blowing out his brains with a pistol, on ac - 
count of family troubles.) Afterwards Car- 
ter married a young woman who had just 
como across the plains, and who knew 
nuihing of his- p^revioua niarriage -ini Salt 
Lake City or of his having sold nis wife lo 
Coiustook. Wilh this woman ho lived till 
last spiing, when ho conclmled lo go lo the 
Salmon river mines. Ho owiiml a nuinbor 
of valuable claims both at Gold Hill and \n 
this place, which be deeded to his wi.''e be- 
lore leaving. After ho was gone, knowing 
that her marriage wilh him was not legal, 
and having an oiler of marriage from Wiiine, 
site accepted it, aiul shortly after was iriarriod 
to him. On arriving at San Francisc i, tho 
news coming down IVoiii Ihe mines nolboiiig 
of so I'avurable a character as he luul liearil 
before leaving this Territory, Carter con- 
cluded to rcuiiiin in San Francisco until ho 
could obtain positive information in regard 
lo the mitie.^i when, ."ihijuld ho eonsiilcr it 
jusliliablo, ho would |iroeeod. Ile stayed 
tor soiiio length of liiiio waiting for news 
Irom tlie minus, atid at length became satis- 
fied, from the infunnation he was able to 
gather from the numerous disappointed gold 
seekers returning by every boat, tliat il 
would be useless to continue his journey. 
Aecoriliiigly, he roluriied to this Territory 
and lotind his wile mairied, as above staleo, 
lo Winne. He persisted in going lo Winno's 
house alter being warned to stay away, and 
insisted upon having the property he had 
ileoiieil away before returned to him. On 
Fiid.iy he went to Wiiiue's house in his ab- 
sence and bccaiiio so abll.^ivo lhat Mrs. 
Winne sent a person stopiiing in tho house 
for her husband. When Winne arrived he 
passed through the room in which Carter 
and his wife wore to a back rootn, doubtless 
for the purpose of arming himself. Ttia 
moment Winne opened ihe door and stopped 
into thu loom Carter tired at him, lliu shot 
taking ell'ecc in bis left liaiul and eiilting olV 
the two middle fingers. Winno reUirned 
the fire, and on both sides some five shots 
were fired, trhon Carter received a ball in 
the back of his neck which penetrated tho 
spinal marrow, killing him iiihlanlly. Winne 
went immediately and gave himself up, and 
as it was shown that be acted ii> self-defense 
in killing Carter, was'noquitled.

liythlsea, U. X. The object of the Commis- 
sion, we uiulerslaiul, is a general e.xaiiii nation 
of tlie frontier, with a view ol re|)orting u|)on 
the most ell'ective means ol defending the Prov- 
ince. This includes an inspection of the har- 
bors, and of positions which may hereafter bc 
converted into harbors. The Coininissioners 
are on their way from the west, where they 
have made a general inspection, visiting Lake 
lOrie and Huron." ..

Ilia Overland Transit Company, have reached 
Toronto, and every effort lias been made but 
without sueooss lo detain Itie parly in Canada.
